Strange Race of Ancient Britons

its Use In Diagnosing Diseases of the 
Brain and Nerves. 

Like the weird remedies and tests 

of medicive in the middle ages ace

devised to detect nud classify forms 
of insunity and brain affections. Salts

thuid, bits of the tissne from the cove 
ering of a uormal person's brain and

The gold test, for instance, is nsed 
to prove definitely the eaistence of 
paresis, meningitis und several other 
forms of pervous diseises, though in 
practice it is used mostly as cur 
roborative proof rather thay the only 
proof. Solutious of salt of gould of 
| cnrefully graduated streugth are put 
into test tubes, with the wenkest so 
tutions at one end of the row grad- 
iug up to the strongest at the otber 
end. 

Fluid from the epinal column of the 
persop who is being examined its then 
dropped into the tubes. ‘The presence 
of certain kinds of brain or ocrvous 
trouble is then indicuted by the col- 
ors produced in some of the tubes. 
The particular color produced and the 
strength of tbe solution that shows 
the color strongest give the clew to the 
kind of disease. 

Anotber peculiar test for certain oth- 
er kinds of brain trouble is to take a 
drop of blood from the person exzum- 
ined and place ip it a prepared svlo- 
tiop from a tiny particle of brain cov- 
ering of a vormal person Epilepsy 
causes ap easily detected reaction on 
the combined solution, while other 
braip disturbances are detected by a 
similar process, using other materials 
in the same way.—Saturduy Evening 
Post.

|" SPIDERS AS ARCHITECTS, ~ | 
|Wenderful Webs Are the Result of 


Evolution. 


One who ifs desirous of studying the 
erchitectural gifts of spiders may eas- 
ily do so by observing the labors of 
the little garden spider common to 
all localities. These beautiful webs, 
circular in outline, with radiating 
threads rapntng frum centre to cir- 
cumference an 
of concentric lines, are regarded by 
naturalists as the highest achievement 
of the spider. 

How did the spider learn the art 
of making these webs? Their great 
ingenuity aud perfection of geometric 
form are conceded. The naturalist is 
not satisfied with the reply that it is 
@ matter of instinct. He learns that 
there are wide differences to be found 
among the webs cf different spiders, 
and his observations lead him to think 
that he can discern a sort of actual 
progress, which he ealls evolution, 
in the art of web making among 
spiders. 

The common house spider spins a 
web quite different from that of the 
garden spider. The heuse spider's 
web consists of a silken tube hidden 
in a dark corner, with an irregular 
sheet of closely woven meshes spread 
before it. The tube is the spider's lurk- 
jing hole-and place of refuge; the out. 
spread web is its snare. The wolf 
spider makes a tubular hole with a 
' hinged door for a refuge, and spreade 


no snare, relying entirely un its own ! 


pronsss to overcome the unsuspect- 
ling victim. Still another species of 
! spider constructs a far simpler tube 
| without any lid or door. 

In all this there may be discerned 
}some resemblance to the progress ut 
architecture among men. The earliest 
|representatives of the human race 
were content to dwell in caves and 
rudely constructed huts. Then more 
}elaborate dwelling places and build- 
| ings intended for other purposes were 
constructed, until, by successive steps, 
advancing, as has the spider, we have 
arrived at the temples, palaces and

Milk Per Acre 

If it may be assumed that the farm 
of the average factoty patron 1s falrly 
Well adapted to dairying, that the pat- 
ron himzelf is Inclined towards dairy- 
ing, rather than, let us say, fruit 
growing, and that his cows ate fairly 
good, then it will be of interest to note 
how the farm is made to respond to 
this dairy inecl'necton, 

There are frequently noticed yields 
as low as 250 pounds of milk per acre 
cultivated including pasture, but some 
good patrons obtain 750 and, 800 
pounds per s.cre. Even this is little 
enough, for there are plenty of authen- 
tic records of 1,100 and 2,100 pounds 
of milk pev acre. It should not be ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain more than 
this, even 2,500 or 3.060 pounds. 

This latter figure ig a long, long 
way ahead of the yields already men- 
stioned of only 250 pounds which inay 
be found on maay a so-called dairy 
farm in Canada, and is indicetive of 
the possibilities in reach of the fac- 
tory patron who ig real'y anxious to 
attain first rank. 

It is questionable if the average 
yield per acre in Ontario is much more 
than 600 pounds of milk. If loyal, 
Whole-hearted support is given to the 
local factory and to our national fu- 
dustry of dairying, the farm and the 
dairy herd will be made far more 
productive. Great help will be derived 
by keeping individual records of each 
cow, because the old-established, com- 
placent ‘average’ cow has no inten- 
tion whatever cf_assisting the average 
patron to get 8,000 pounds of milk 
from'the avecage acre. The first nec- 
essary step fs to know for certain that 
each cow {8 a good producer, then one 
may aim with more hope at $30 or $40 
per acre.

World's Finest Post Office 

“A palace !n pink,” is the descrip- 
tion which has been applied to the 
new post office at New York, which 
has just been completed at - cost of | 
£1,200,000. It is claimed for this post } 
office, which is built mainly of pink 
granite, that it is the finest and most 
perfectly-equipped building of its kind 
in the world, and it would, indeed, te 
difficult to point to its equal. 

Before the entrance to the building, 
which is five storeys high, is a col-! 
onnade of twenty giant pillars of pink | 
granite, 35 feet high and 6 feet thick, 
the whule surmouuted with the motto, 
“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers 
ea the swift completion of their ap- 


pointed rounds.” 

Some 165,00) cubic feet of granite, 
18,000 tons of stecl, 7,000,000 bricks, 
;and 200,000 square feet of glass have 
been used jn the construction of this 
building. A remarkable feature of the 
building ‘s that it has no foundation, 
but rests on steel beams held up over 
the railway tracks by pillars. The 
\beams are about 12 feet deep and 4 
feet across, and enclosed in concrete. 
It is claimed for the building that it is 
the lightest in the city, there being 
windows everywhere. 

At the back of the public entrance 
{s the expansive work room, said to be 
the largest in the country, 206 feet 
long and 160 feet wide, with not a col- 
umn to break the space, except around 
the edge. Three spans, each compris- 
ing two open girders, enclosed in plas- 
ter, cross the voom from north to 
south. Thece spans, however, are far 
more than they appear to the naked 
eye. For years the government has 
found it necessary to have an inspec- 
tion system to safeguard its business 
against dishones, employes. The wide 
spans that arch over the big work- 
room were designed to permit inspect- 
ors to move about in them comfort-

An Absolute Vacuum 


What would seem to be an absolute 
vacuum may be produced in an ex- 
tremely simple manner. There is em- 
ployed a test tube (a tube of glass 
closed at one end), which in this par- 
ticular case mus‘ be composed of a 
kind of glass that melts only at a 
very high temperature. Into the tube Is 
poured molten glass of another kind 
which melts at'a comparatively low 
temperature. When the latter has 
cooled, thus forming a solid mass com- 
pletely filling the tube, a suction pump 
is attached to the open end of the 
tube, and heat is then applied until 
the softer glass inside is again melt- 
ed. The next ster is to withdraw the 
molten glass by. means of the pump, 
enough being left to close the end of 
the tube completely, when it is allow- 


ed to cool once more. As no air can, 


enter the space left vacant by the 
withdrawal of the molten mass, a per 
fect vacuum, it is believed, is produced 
there.—St. Louis Republic.

RAPID TRANSPORTATION 


Flying Train at Eight Hundred Miles 
an Hour ‘ 

The latest thing in engineering 

flying train, without wheels, win 

or any Kind of motor, capable, it is 

said, of travelling at anything be- 

tween 300 and 600 miles an hour! 

The inventor of this new “speeder” 
is Mr. Emile Bachelet, a French gen- 
tleman by birth, who told the Lord 
Mayor of London that, “we could 
bring your mails from Liverpool to 
London in legs than an hour, and 
give you fifty deliveries a day.” 

“The principle of the flying train is 
very simple. For many years it has 
becn known that a magnetic coil of a 
certain type when charged by an al- 
ternating current repels, instead of at- 
tracting, current metals. Mr. Bachelet 
hag. succeeded in so increasing this 
power of repulsion as to be able to 
use it to counteract the force of grav- 
ity and keep solid bodies floating in 
the air—“levitated” as modern magic- 
jians would say. 

He showed the Lord Mayor that a 
slab of aluminum weighing several 


(pounds floats in the air above such 


a coil like a cork on water, and can 
only Be: pressed down into contact 
with it by the exercise of immense 
force. Yet the same streams of ener: 
gy which eupport the aluminum slab 
passed through a similar plate of steel 
or through the human hand without 
any effect. 

When the Lord Mayor held an alu- 
minium disc on his palm over the 
magnetic field, the disc was tossed 
into the air, apparently by witchcraft, 
but the Lord Mayor felt not the 
slightest sensation. The application 
of this force to purposes of traction is 
obvious. 

For his working model the inventor 
has built a car with aluminium plates 
underneath. Against these plates 
play streams of energy from a num- 
ber of coils placed at short intervals; 
the car is thus lifted from the trac 
and loses all apparent weight, the 
forces of gravity being exactly coun- 
terbalanced. The car is, in fact, 
floating on the air, and can be moved 
latevally by the lightest touch. 

Powerfiu: magnets at much wider 
int:-vals tian the “repulsion cui!s” 
draw the car swiftly along, as a 
needle can be drawn along the surface 
of the water by similar means, and as 
air resistance is the only opposing 
force, the speed aitaiped,might well 
be terrific. 

One of the most astonishing things 


about Mr. Bachelet’s repulsion coils} 
is that a single one of them, costing} 


about twenty-five cents, can keep 
something like 40 pounds of alumin- 
ium floating above it, entirely de- 
prived of weight so long as the cur- 
rent continues. 

The coils resemble cotton spools 
some three inches in diameter and 
the same in length, copper wire tak- 
ing the place of the cotton, and the 
hole in the spool being filled with a 
bundle or “faggot” of iron wire. As 
the spool stands on end it is from this 
“faggoted iron core” that the stream 
of energy rushes upwards against 
the downward pull of gravity. 

The invention is said to be so far 
perfected that.a mile of line on which 
cars are capable of carrying 100 
pounds of mail matter might be run 
at 300 miles an hour could be built 
within three months. It “would cost 
less than $25,000 a mile, according to 
the inventor, to supply such a ser- 
vice, 

Whether a service of heavy trams 
ever 
be commercially feasible is another 
question. 

Efforts are «lready being made to 
secure the model railway for one of 
the summer exhibitions in London a3 
a popular spectacle, but Mr. Bachelet 
is more keen on getting to commer- 
cial business. 

He do2s not suggest that he has 
as yet made a “flying carpet” which 
will carry human b2ings round the 
world at 500 miles an hour. He fully 
realizes that there are various en- 
gineering difficulties to be met, but 
he believes that he has already de- 
moustrated the practicability of a 
mail carrier that will go at least 500 
miles an hour. 


A Remarkable Prophecy of Panama 

A remarkable prophecy made by 
Goethe to his friend Eckermann on 
February 21, 1827, has just been re- 
called with reference to the Panama 
canal, now open to traffic. 

“So much, however, is_ certain,” 
said the poet, “that if they succeed 
in cutting such a canal that ships of 
any burden and size can be navigat- 
ed through it from the Mexican Gulf 
to the Pacific Ocean, innumerable ben- 
efits would result to the whole human 
race, civilized and uncivilized. But I 
should wonder if the United States 
were to let an opportunity escape of 
getting such work into their own 
hands. It may be foreseen that this 
young state, with its decided predilec- 
tion to the west, will in thirty or for- 
ty years have occupied and peopled 
the large tract of land beyond the 
Rocky Mountairs. It may, further- 
more, be foreseen that along the 
whole coast of the Pacific Ocean, 
where nature has already formed the 
most capacious and secure harbors, 
important commercial towns will 
gradually arise for the furtherance of 
a great intercourse between China and 
the East Indies and the United States. 
* * © T therefore repeat that it 
is absolutely indispensable for the 
United States to effect a passage from 
the Mexican Gulf to the Pacific 
Ocean; and ] am certain that they 
will do it.”

CROOKS FAMiLY REAP REWARD 
AFTER A HUNDRDED YEARS 
OF PERSEVERANCE 


Claim For the Illegal Seizure of a 


| Canadian Vessel in 1812, Has Been 


Urged at Washingtaqn -Persevering- 

ly Ever-Since the Close of the War. 

Mark Twains ludicrous sketch of a 
certain George Fisher, deceased, 
whose meagre worldly | possessions 
were destroyed by United States 
troops in 1813: is wel) known; in 1848 
the heirs filed a first claim, subse 
quently many subsidiary claims, so 
that when the humorist “let go his 
bolt,” on the Fishcr family fortunes 
the heirs had secured in damages and 
various accrued interests something 
in six figures of good American dol- 
lars. - 

The award of the American and 
British Claims Tribunal at Washing- 
ton, the other day, for the illegal 
seizure of the Canadian vessel, Lord 
Nelson, in 1812, granting the owner's 
heirs $5,000, with 93 years’ interest at 
4 per cent., proves once again that 
fiction has to “go some” to beat out 
truth. Singulerly enough, the motto 
of the Crooks family concerned is 
“Perseverando” and the family claim 
has been urged at Washington  in- 
termittently but perseveringly ever 
since the war, which really. begun 
with the illegal seizure alluded to. 
The belated judgment, which at lust 
has been given, nets the Crooks’ heirs 
$23,000. By the treaty of 1910 up- 
‘der Which they secured it, they got 
only 4 per cent, though their claim 
was for six. The latter would en- 
title them to over a million dollars, 
but it is uot known at present wheth- 
er Barrister A. D. Crooks of Toronto, 
grandson of the Hon. James Crooks 
—one of the two brothers who owned 
the Lord Nelson—will elect to say: “I 
will persevere,” or not. In 1817 a de- 
cree made by the court of the Norih- 
ern District of New York pronounced 
the seizure of the boat, and is making 
over into a United States war vessel 
at Sackett’s Harbor, illegal, and di- 
rrecting $5,000 to ba paid the claimants. 
In the mcantime, however, Theron 
Rudd, clerk of the court, has abscond- 
ed with all the court funds; this was 
the first of a lengthy series of near- 
awards given, one being a decree of 
the Court of Claims in 1859, which 
held that the claimants were entitled 
to only $183.50, or their share of ihe 
monies recovered by the United States 
government from the defaulting court 
clerk. 

Anothe, of the family that valiant- 
ly “persevered” in this singular case 
was the father of A. D. Crooks men- 
tioned—the late Hon. Adam Crooks, 
who was Egerton Ryerson’s succes- 
; Sor as minister of eduration for On- 
tario. There are many heirs besides 
A. D. Crooks, for Mrs, Lowisa Burns, 
of Toronto; Willoughby Crooks of 
Montreal; J. Crooks, of Waterloo; 
and Mrs. Granville Cunningham, wife 
of the former Toronto assistant. city 
engineer, are also grandchildren of 
Hon. James Crooks. Descendants 
of the one-time Bishop of Toronto, 
Aleaxnder Neil Bethune, are also in- 
terested in the award.

Prof. Gray of Saskatoon Speaks Be-} Methodist Conference Would Have 


fore Agricultural Secretaries—!n- 

teresting Discussions 

In an address before the Agricul- 
tural secrotaries at ‘Regina, Prof. 
Gray, of Sasketvon, laid strong em- 
phasis on the value of well-kept farm 
records and farm accounts. That the 
farmer who wishes to get results from 
the application of hia iabor muat 
practice business principles, and that 
he must be thoroughly conversant with 
the practical side of farming, was im- 
perative. “Haphazard methods must in- 
evitably iead to loss. 

Records were divided into three 
classes—first, rétord of miscelianeous 
facts and even:s; second, financial re- 
cords designed to show profit and loss 
and external relationship of farmer; 
third, system of cost accounts. The 
old-time farmer kept these things in 
his head. Under modern conditions, 


‘such practice is not suitable 


Dean Rutherford addressed the con- 
vention on the ‘mission of the college 
graduate.” He traced the history of 
agricultural eduvation, and declared 
that the methods of most progressive 
farmers were really the outcome of ex- 
periments carried out at colleges. 

Mr. Dunning developed the com- 
munity idea in opening his eddress, 
dwelling on the necessity of instilling 
into growing manhood the lofe of 
farm and home. He enumearted many 
obstacles to successful co-operation 
among farmers, showing plainly that 
these obstacles are placed there by the 
farmer to @ great extent. The best 
methods of overcoming these ubstacles 
were pointed out in th» success of co- 
operative societies which have sprung 
up in the province within the last five 
years and with the resultant benefits. 
The best example of such success in 
co-operaion is to be found in Sas- 
katchewan Co-op¢rative Elevator Cu. 


Waiting For Suffrage 

A clergyman who addresse da Mont- 
real suffrage league not long ago 
thought that a regrettable mistake of 
some of the workers for suffrage was 
overlooking other responsibilities in 
the meantime. A great deal could be 
done to better the conditions among 
the poor, without the vote. The speak- 
er urged the enlistment of those who 
were idle in social work. 

“Let women go upon the platform 
and speak upon political questions, 
saying no word of suffrage,” said a 
speaker at the inaugural meeting of 
the Political Equality League in To- 
ronto. It would prove, he said, the 
best suffrage argument they could 
offer. Let them take hold of every 
great public question, and make It 
a servant of suffrige, showing men 
how to make politics clean. Another 
speaker on that occasion said of the 
“new woman" that she is merely the 
newly-awakened woman. Contrary to 
the usual contention of men, woman's 
great fault has been silence. It was 
always admitted that she could talk, 
but not that she could speak. Now 
women speakers appear who speak 
with a feminine eloquence all their 
own and a logic toc fine to be called 
masculine. 

« Miss Pethick, a suffrage yisitor 
from England, closely identified with 
the movement there, hoped that Can- 
adian women might get the yote, but 
not too soon. “If you get it too soon 


half the women won't know its 
worth, but if you have to struggle 
for it, women will be better educated, 
and will do more with the ballot 


when they get jit.” 


Drink and Athletics 

When the German team for the 
Olympic games of 1916 is made up it 
will be noticed at once that there 
will be @ surprisingly small number 
of varsit; men among the mem- 
bers. 

Most of the athletes who will rep- 
resent Germany in the contests will 
be farm lads, fa.tory workers, sold- 
iers and sailors. The reason for this 
was made plain by Dr. Alvin C. 
Kraenzlcin, the head coach of the 
German team, after his first sur- 
vey of his labors. He said: 

“College men are too fond of beer 
and restaurants to give any time to 
the work of training as athletes. Even 
if they should change their habils, us 
some of them have, promised to do, 
we cannot expect such good material 
in the short time left in which to get 
them in condition for the contests.”

ard is, in many cases, much lower. A 
resolution. was passed recommending 
that the department of prisons sep- 
arate Indians and white prisoners 
while thoy are confined in the cells. 

There was a further resolution with 
regard to the drug and drink question 
as follows: ‘Any person or police of: 
ficer may arrest without a warrant 
any person or Indian found gambling 
or drunk, or with an intoxicant in his 
possession or any part of a reserve; 
or any Indian who hag imbibed any 
intoxicating liquors; or by hypoder- 
mic or otherwise has taken any habit- 
forming drug, as opium, cocaine, etc., 
either on or off a reserve, and may 
detain him, etc., ete. 

It was also resolved that the ques- 
tion of sun dances should be called 
to the attention of the Indian depart- 
ment of the Dominion as some of the 
Christianity-professing Indians had 
complained that they were bcing an- 
noyed by the others of their tribes 
with practices of witchcraft, sun 
dancing and like observances 


Gamblers and Farmers 

People cannot build fine cities in 
Western Canada, stroll along the 
Streets, smoke expensive cigars, and 
visit the show, while the farm is al- 
lowed to run to seed.

Mr. F. M. Scland- 
ers, of Saskatoon, the other day said 
that the two most tragic aspects of 
merely wheat growing are that at least 
one-third of the cultivated land in the 
three prairie provinces ig summer fal- 
lowed each year, ard that the wheat 


|growers themselves indulge in winter 


fallow. Professor E. W. Elliott, prin- 
cipal of the government agricultural 
school at Olds, Alberta, is impressing 
upon hi3 students the advantages of 
having live stock on the farm. His 
school is discouraging the idea that 
a farmer can grow wheat alone and 
live. Professor Ellictt even ventured 
to say that the wheat farms of the 
west at present are not paying ex- 
penses. 

The remedy for the {llusion cited by 
Dr. Rutherford at North Battleford 
is mixed farming on a sensible plan. 
“We have gone into the extensive 
occupation of land,” he said, ‘and .ot 
for the intensive farming of it.” West- 
ern farmers are losing large jis 
money by selling their wheat and cx- 
hausting the soil, instead of feeding 
their grain to stock. The man who 
tears up a few thousand acres with a 
steam plow, feeds it, waits for results 
and spends his winter in California, 
Dr. Rutherford correctly desciibes as 
a gambler and not a farmer.—Mone- 
tary Times. 


AFRICA'S DIAMONDS 
First Stone Was Used as a Plaything

introduced by David Lloyd-George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in his 
budget for 1915-16, a man having an 
income from a capital of five mililon 
dollars will have to pay one-third of 
his income in taxes. 

In the first place he has to pay 28 
cents on every five dollars in income 
tax; then he has to pay a similar 
amount in super-tax, and when he 
dies one collar on every five of what 
is left has to be paid for death and 
estate duties. The total is figured at 
just one-third of the income. 

This calculation has been made by 
Sir William Lever, one of the mil- 
lionaires who will have to pay, but 
who does not object. 

“I like it,” he said. “In my view 
the ideal system of taxation, both 
local and imperial is through the in- 
come tax, the super-tax, death 
duties, land tax, site value tax, and 
taxation upon luxuries, such as al- 
cohol, tobucco, ets. MRverything else 
free.” 

While Lioyd-George has followed 
his predecessors in his system of 
taxation, except that he has increas- 
ed the rate of income and super-tax 
and death duties go that the wealthy 
have to pay the lion’s share, he has 
gone to other countries for some of 
his ideas. His taxation of site values 
is based or the law now in vogue in 
British Columbia, while ho has gone 
to the American {ncome tax law for 
the idea of making money accruing 
to British subjects from investments 
abroad pay its share of taxation. 

In recent years British capitalists 
have made immense investments in 
foreign countries. When the income 
from these investments were brought 
home to be spent, the government 
under the old law did not touch It. 
Now Lloyd George says all income 
of British subjects resident in the 
United Kingdom must contribute to 
the imperial revenue. These foreign 
investments are estimated at over a 
billion and a haif dollars, and from 
this the chancellor hopes to secure 
$1,250,000 this year, and double that 
amount next ycar. The revenue from 
income tax and decth duties this year 
Rib. amount to something like $44,uu0U,- 

In spite of these increases, Sir Geo, 
Paish, editor of the Statist, says the 
burden of taxation {s much smaller 
than it has been {n modern history. 
In 1880, when the expenditure came 
to $41,000,000, it was raised out of a 
national income of five billion dollars. 
Now the nationa) income reaches the 
enormous total] of $12,000,000,000 so 
it can easily stand the increased ex- 
penditure. Sir George argues that 
England can bear still greater  in- 
creases in her budget. 

“There are good grounds,” he says, 
“for believing that the income and 
wealth of this country will again 
double in another thirty years. When 
it reaches twenty-five bliiion dollars 
and I have no doubt thet it will © 
within a generation, a budget of two 
and a half billion dollars will be 
borne more easily than the burden of 
a million dollars fn 1914."

| Lincoln whose speeches on great pub- 
lic occasions can take rank with Mr. 
Wilson's. That over the bodies of the 
sailors killed at Vera Cruz was a most 
striking utterance, 

“Notice that these men were of our 
blood,” he said.

| world, but free men everywhere have 
sent their country in order to make 
that great compounded nation which 
consists of all the sturdy elements and 
of all the best elements of the whole 
globe. I listened again to this Iist 
with a profound interest at the mix- 
ture of the names, for the names bear 
j the marks of the several national 
|stocks from which these men came 
But they are uot Irishmen or Germang 
}or Frenchmen or Hebrews any more. 
|'They were Americans, every one of 
them, and were no different in their 
Americanism because of the stock 
from which they came.” 

The idea needs to be emphasized for 
Canadians quite as much as for their 
neighbors, for here the same process 
|'s going on.—Edmconton Capital.

HON. W. T. WHITE 
AND THE BUDGET 


How the Minister of Finance Dealt 
With Implement Duties—A Speech 
Every Westerner is Interested in 
While the announcement in the 

speech of Hon, W. T. White, th: 

Minister of Finance in Ottawa, on 

April 6th with respect to the duties 

on agricultural implements, did no. 

please some Western people, it wil 
no doubt be of interest to all our 
readers to learn what Mr. White had 
to say on this much discussed topic 

Hon, Mr. White spoke in part as 
follows: It has been recognized, | 
think, by all governments that it is 
most important that duties upon agri- 
cultural implements should be fixed 


| at rates as reasonable as possible, 


having regard to fiscal policy. Agri- 
culture is recognized as the great basic 
industry, and it is important tha. the 
implements which the farmer uses— 
his plant, so to speak—should cost 
him as little as possible. This prin- 
ciple, sir, is recognized in the tariff 
of to-day. The average rate of duty 
uvon dutiable goods under the present 
tariff, the tariff of 1907—the tariff of 
the late government as well as of the 
government of to-day—is 26 per cent 


| The duties upon agricultural imple- 


ments are chiefly 174 per cent. and 
20 per cent. 
The Tariff Structure 

Now, there {s one point to which I 
desire to refer in this discussion, 
The tariff of this or of any other 
country—and especially of a protec- 
tive country—is a structure—one part 
is dependent upon another part; the 


' rates of the tariff are related the one 


t the other; the rates on finished pro- 
ducts are related to and largely de 
pendent on the retes on raw materials 


which are usually the finished product} 


of other manufactures, and dutiable, 
This solidarity, so to speak, of the 
tariff cannot be lost sight of. Usually 
it is impossible to deal with a single 


{tem without at the same time -deal. | 


ing also with other related or deper- 
dent items. To arbitrarily single out 
special products and lower or abolish 


the duties upon them without dealing!

community. 
sideration, it is unusual to make many 
tariff changes except upon occasions 
of general revision when the tariff can 
be dealt with as a whole after due 
inquiry and consideration as to the 
scope and bearing of all ch: nges pro- 
posed. If modifications are then re- 
garded as necessary, upon a range of 
products or commodities -any other 
modification dependent thereon cr 
necessary thereto may also be made, 
to the end that injustice and dis- 
turbance may, as far as possible, ba 
avoided. 
Means Free Trade 

Sir, there is no reservation or ex- 
ception about that resolution; it is a 
drastic resolution calling tor the abo- 
lition of all duties upon all agricul- 
tural implements of every kind and 
nature whatsoever. Upon the occs- 
sion of the debate on the address, I 
referred to the declaration at Hamilton 
and at Montreal by my right hon. 
friend the leader of the opposition 
(Sir Wilfrid Laurier), in favor of wu 
policy of free food, and I said on 
that occasion, and | say now, that free 
food means free trade, I say further 
now, that tiee agricultural implements 
means free trade, 

Having gone so far, my right hon. 
friend must inevitably go further. 
The logical and inevitable outcome 
and conelusion of his declaration re- 
specting free food and of the policy 
respecting free agricultural imple. 
ments is the fiscal policy of free trade, 
Sir, I have no exception to take to 
my right hon, friend espousing a 
policy of free trade. I simply desire 
to say this—that we on this side of 
the House are ready to accept that 
guage of battle, whenever he chooses 
to throw it down. 

Dutles on Materials 

Now, I! am going to ask this Housa 
to consider the position of the manu- 
facturer of agricultural implements 
with all his duties abolished. But 
first, what is his position under the 
The manufacturer 
of agricultural implements, as the 
manufacturer of other commodities 
in Canada, buys subject to duty, his 
stone, his brick and all other building 
materials that enter into the compo 
sition of his establishment. He buys 
subject to duties his engines, his ma 
chinery and his plant generally. Ho 
pays fifty-three cents a ton upan the 
consumes in his fur- 
naces, He buys subject te duty his 
fron, his steel, his bars, his shapes, 
forgings, plates, nuts, 


sheets, wire, 


washers, tubing, chains, castings and 
practically all other articles entering 
into his product.

On account of this con-! 


apon the articles I have mentioned is 
for the most part from twenty per 
cent. to thirty per cent. With prac- 
tically everything he uses dutiable, un 
what principle can we sweep away 
the duties upon the product of the 
manufacturer of agricultural imple: 
ments? I ask this House, upon what 
principle can it be done? Now, is my 
right hon, ‘riend prepared to take the 
further. logical step and to vote for 
the abolition of all duties upon the 
taw and finished products entering 
into the manufacturing | of agricul- 
tural implements? To do so would 
work th? .nost serious damage to all 
industries concerned: to the coal in- 
dustry, to our great basic iron and 
steel inlustry, to our machine and 
foundry industry, to say nothing of a 
multitude of others of minor impor- 
tance. A large part of their tonnage 
would be lost to foreign manufactur- 
ers, and many establishments would 
undoubtedly close their doors. Let us 
assume for a moment that my right 
hon, friend was ready to-go so far as 
that; would he then accomplish the 
end that he had in view? Could the 
Manufacturer of agricultural imple- 
ments—and by agricultural imple- 
ments { mean all agricultural imple- 
ments, because that is what the reso- 
lution had in contemplation—could he, 
if he had all the products constituting 
his material upon the free list. hold 
his own in competition with the im- 
plement makers of the United States? . 
The cost of production is necessarily 
higher in Canada, even under those 
conditions, for this reason. it ‘s a! 
well known fact that cost of produc: 
tion is in inverse ratio to the tonnage, | 
the greater the tonnage, the greater | 
the number of implements manufac: 
tured, the less the cost of production, | 
and until this country has developed 
its industry to the extent to which it 
has been developed in the United 
States, it will not be possible for us 
to compete on even terms with the 
highly specialized and powerful in- 
dustries of that republic. | 

Western Market 


One of the greatest markets for 
agricultural implements in Canada is 
the Northwest. d have been looking 
into the question of freight rates and 
I find that the freight rates betweea 
Chicago and Winnipeg upon agricul- 
tural implements are lower than they 
are between Hamilton and Winnipeg. ' 
Therefore, even if the duties upon 
Taw materials were abolished, the 
Canadian manufacturer of agricultural 
implements would be at a disadvan- 
tage with his American competitors. 
That being so, what would be the in- 
evitable result of the policy, advo- 
cated by hon. gentiemen opposite, of 
the abolition of duties on all agricul: 
tural implements of every kind and 
Nature whatsoever? The effect would 
be this: it would transfer the entire 
agricultural implement business of 
Canada to the United States; it would 
depopulate some of the most thriving... 
tewns, and for what? That an Ameri- 
can trust ultimately might gain con- 
trol of the Canadian market from east 
te west and dictate prices at its own 
sweet will. 

Having regard to the highly develop- 
ed condition of this industry, and to 
the fact that it enjoys a drawback in 
respect of fron and steel, which are 
the principal products entering into 
the manufacture of agricultural im- 
plements, we have, atter ise moot 
careful consideration, reached the 
conclusion that the duty upon harves- 
ters, reapers, binders and mowers, 
Which now stands at 17% per cent. 
in the customs tarifé of 1907, can be 
reduced to 12% per cent. 

Lower Than Reciprocity 


That is 24 per cent. lower than the 
rates upon harvesters, reapers, bind- 
ers and mowers proposed in the cele- 
brated reciprocity agreement. Having 
regard to the cost of production of 
these implements in the United States 
and in Canada to-day, and having re. 
gard to the greater tonnage of the 
United States output, and to the dif. 
ference in freight rates in favor of 
the United States manufacturers of 
those implements we have fixed upon 
as low a rate of duty as is reasonable 
if we are to retain these great in- 
dustries in the Dominion of Canada, 
Statistics of the Customs Department 
show that in respect of export of har. 
vesters, reapers, binders and mowers, 
the drawback, which means all the 
duty that has been paid upon foreign 
material entering into thelr manufac. 
ture, {s about equivalent to 5 per cent, 
If, therefore, we take into considera- 
tion the 24 per cent. which we are 
still allowing them, and, further, the 
2% per cent. representing the balance 
of that 5 per cent., harvesters, reap- 
ers, binders and mowers are really 
so far as protection is concerned, on 
a 10 per cent, basis. I have dealt, 
I am afraid, somewhat at length, but 
I hope fairly and justly, with the 
question of agricultural implements. 

There is just one other matter that 
I have to deal with.. Last yeai wa 
placed upon the free list ditching 
machines, but inadvertently omitted 
parts of ditching machines, This year 
we shall put parts of ditching ma- 
chines upon the free list.
